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URING my years with 
Compton’s and before, I 
have listened to many 

A.L.A. presidential inaugural ad- 
dresses. Taken collectively these 
might serve as a history of pro- 
fessional trends, for with few 
exceptions each incoming president has 
successfully expressed the thinking cur- 
rent among the best minds of the profes- 
sion. 

So it was that Emerson Greenaway, in 
his first address as President of the Amer- 
ican Library Association, accented books 
and reading. 

Said Mr. Greenaway: “The essential be- 
hind all our expanded programs, whether in 
public, college, or school libraries, is the 
book, and the essential qualification in our 
profession is the knowledge of books and 
the use of books. This is the fundamental 
point which has changed not at all since the 
days of 1876 and long before. Books and 
book selection have been with us so long 
and are so basic to libraries and librarians 
that sometimes they seem to lose impor- 
tance, recognition, and impact through 
their very presence at all times.” 

Timely also was the emphasis placed by 
Mr. Greenaway on the importance of work 
with children and young people in public 
libraries and schools. Speaking of A.L.A. 
progress, Mr. Greenaway said: “Perhaps 
the most significant advance taken in the 
profession has been the development of 
children’s work from an almost nonexistent 
stage to one that now represents one of our 
proudest accomplishments.” 

Emerson Greenaway’s address was printed 
in the A.L.A. Bulletin for September. Not 
least among its values are its quotable sen- 
tences For example: “Is it too much to 
suggest that each member of the Associa- 


tion read a book a week? If we should do 


omment 


this, 1,056,952 books would be 
read in one year by our own 20,- 
326 members. We, too, can reach 
out, broaden our interests and 
backgrounds by reading books 
that make us think. Librarians 
have an obligation to stem the 
wave of anti-intellectualism today. Is not 
the egg-head to be fostered rather than ridi- 
culed?” 

DMISSION that one has not read a 
well-known book is usually made 
apologetically. But the confession that 

I had never read Steinbeck’s “Cannery 
Row” until I spent a week end on the Mon- 
terey Peninsula I make with much joy. 

Due to the fickleness of the sardines, 
which, for some reason, abandoned the 
waters around the peninsula some years 
ago, most of the canneries are closed and 
Cannery Row is a mere ghost of its former 
self. But with a bit of imagination one 
can locate the Palace Flophouse and Lee 
Chong’s Grocery. Peter's Gate still 
marked, and old Monterey residents can 
point out the spot where Mack and his 
buddies caught the frogs. 

After San Francisco, few places would 
seem beautiful, but the country around 
Carmel was no letdown. I know no place 
on the Pacific Coast that has more breath- 
takingly lovely views. 

I had two wonderfully conducted per- 
sonal tours. Jessie Boyd of Oakland drove 
me to Carmel through the Steinbeck coun- 
try and then took me around the entire 
peninsula. Later Charles and Gladys Smith 
(Gladys is our sales manager for northern 
California) gave me a supplementary tour 
which concentrated on a few places which 
we took time to explore. I can’t wait to go 
back with plenty of beach clothes and some 
equipment for exploring “tide pools.”

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From the Editor's Desk... . 


Executive Council decisions at our Buffalo Conference promise to 
make our twenty-eighth year a most eventful and memorable one. The 
Council announced the establishment of an annual scholarship in library 
science, a children’s award, the publishing of a guide book of Catholic 
Book Week activities, a basic list of reference books for High School 
libraries (Dec.) and the purchase by the Association of the Guide to 
Catholic Literature. 


In an effort to encourage promising talent to enter the profession and 
to foster advanced study in the field, CLA has established an annual 
scholarship grant of $600. Details concerning this scholarship are on 
page 54 of this issue. 


On March 30, 1959, at a special pre-conference luncheon in Chicago, 
the CLA will present an award to an author, illustrator, editor or pub- 
lisher for continued distinguished contribution to children’s literature. 
This award will be known as the Regina Medal in honor of Our Blessed 
Mother and is made possible through the generosity of an anonymous 
donor. An account of this award will appear in our November issue. 


Our thirtieth publication year is off to a very active start. The Pro- 
ceedings of the Buffalo Conference and annual Handbook and Member- 
ship Directory have just been released. On October 31 a new publica- 
tion—A Guide Book of CBW Activities—compiled by Sister M. Repara- 
trice, S.M., national chairman of Catholic Book Week for 1958, 1959, 
will be published. It is a compilation of the most successful CBW 
activities sponsored by our local units in past years. 


Two other important CBW announcements are: (1) There will be 
two posters and bookmarks this year—one for adult and one for chil- 
dren. (2) Four national Catholic Associations have accepted our invita- 
tion to co-sponsor Catholic Book Week with us. The Catholic Press 
Association, National Conference of Catholic Women, National Con- 
ference of a Catholic Men and the National office for Decent Literature 
will join us in making CBW the most widespread positive effort to 
increase and encourage the reading of good literature ever undertaken 
by Catholics in America. 


A Basic List of Reference Books for Catholic High School Libraries, 
edited by Sister M. Naomi, S.C., Elizabeth Seton High School, Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., will be published in early December. It will be arranged by 
subject and will have an author-title index. 


One of the most important Catholic bibliographical tools is the Guide 
to Catholic Literature. This guide, so ably edited by Mr. Walter Romig, 
who the Association honored at its Louisville Convention, will become 
a publication of the Catholic Library Association effective January 1, 
1960. At that time the Association will take over the complete respon- 
sibility for the editing, publishing and distribution of the Guide to Cath- 
olic Literature. This is a most important step for the Catholic Library 
Association and will give us the responsibility for the two basic Cath- 
olic bibliographical tools. 


These decisions reflect the Association’s constant aim to improve the 
quality of its services and publications as well to provide the mem- 
bership with an ever-increasing list of tools—professional and biblio- 
graphical.

@ Simon and Schuster is issuing a new series called The Golden Library of Knowledge. 
Dr. Herbert S. Zim, scientist, who heads the Golden Nature Guides will direct the series. 
Each volume will be illustrated in color, 56 pages long, will measure 634” by 8” and 
will sell for 50 cents. The first eight titles were issued in September, four of them (The 
Sea, Prehistoric Animals, Famous American ships, Indians and the Old West) are adapt- 
ed from the original books produced by the editors of “‘Life’’ and ““American Herit- 


age,”’ the Magazine of History. 


@ Horizon, a new Magazine of the Arts, published its first issue in Sep- 
tember. A major feature of the first issue is the Chronicle of Genesis, sym- 
bolized by photographs.

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Annual Report of the Catholic 
Library Association 1957-1958

The end of a year is a time to review and re- 
flect on the achievements and failures of the pre- 
vious 12 month period. Such a review can afford 
both satisfaction and frustration. 


Membership 

The financial backbone of the Association is 
its membership. An ever increasing membership 
is essential if we are to develop services, expand 
our present publications and sponsor, initiate and 
publish new professional and_ bibliographical 
tools. 

The growth of the Catholic Library Associa- 
tion from 1625 members in 1948 to 3014 mem- 
bers in 1958 is a definite indication that more 
Catholic schools are recognizing the importance 
of libraries and are turning to us for council and 
help. It also is indicative of the growing aware- 
ness of librarians, professional and non-profession- 
al, of the necessity of belonging to a professional 
Association. 

The CLA in turn can look forward to the time 
when the new names and faces will present new 
and perhaps startling ideas as well as new ap- 
proaches to some of our present notions. Too 
often a “senior” group of professionals, usually 
self-appointed, take it upon themselves to speak 
“ex-cathedra” on library and association problems. 
A new or different idea or direction cannot be 
sound because it is counter to or did not eman- 
ate from these “experts.” But discussion and oc- 
casional “controversies” are certainly welcome 
and important if a professional organization is to 
remain vigorous and effective. 

All of this is possible only if our membership 
is both stable and growing. Too often current 
members are lax in renewing their memberships. 
An attempt to determine reasons for non-renew- 
als was checked in a very limited sample. The 
reason most often given was forgetfulness Cin 
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spite of renewal reminders). Among the sisters 
and priests, change of assignment is the most 
frequent reason given. Unfortunately, there is 
much waste of talent among the religious. 
Trained librarians are suddenly transferred to 
teaching assignments. Teachers are then used to 
run libraries. “Lack of funds,” “no longer inter- 
ested in the Association” or “not satished with 
the work of the Association” were not given as 
reasons by non-renewers. Perhaps those who are 
dissatished did not take the time to say so. 

The Association’s membership has grown from 
2800 to 3000. To me this is a disappointing net 
increase—my secret estimate was a membership 
of 3500 by June 30, 1958. If every member 
would do his or her part to obtain only one new 
member we would double our size. There are 
approximately 14,000 Catholic schools, colleges, 
universities and seminaries—surely a long range 
goal of 7000 members is not unreasonable. 


Publications 

In late September the Proceedings of the 
CLA’s 33rd annual conference, held in Louis- 
ville, Kentucky, April 1957 was published. In- 
cluded in the Proceedings were the full texts 
of every major address given during the confer- 
ence. A variety of topics, such as censorship, 
Catholic education for librarianship, problems of 
classification and cataloging, panels on encyclo- 
pedia publishing, hospital library problems, etc., 
were covered in this most important publication. 
This new publication has been most enthusi- 
astically received by the membership and _ has 
been highly praised by many non-members of 
the Association. 

The 1957-58 edition of the CLA Handbook 
and Membership Directory was published and, 
for the first time, a single alphabetical listing of 
all the members of the Association was available. 
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In addition, the Directory of Supplies and Sup- 
pliers was greatly expanded, with the emphasis 
on audio-visual equipment and materials and 
library furniture and shelving. 

Another basic tool published late in Septem- 
ber CH. W. Wilson Company) was the seventh 
edition of the Standard Catalog for High School 
Libraries with the Catholic Supplement. In 
spring the 1958 Supplement to the seventh edi- 
tion was issued. The Catholic Supplement was 
compiled by a CLA committee of competent and 
experienced Catholic librarians under the able 
direction of Dr. Helen L. Butler, professor at 
Marywood College's Department of Library Sci- 
ence. Sister M. Norberta, 1.H.M., dean of Mary- 
wood’s library school, cataloged all the materials 
and compiled the Author, Title, Subject and 
Analytical Index in the Catholic Supplement. 

An important, and impatiently awaited for, 
CLA sponsored publication issued during this 
year was the fourth edition of the Catholic Sub- 
ject Headings by Rev. Oliver L. Kapsner, 
O.S.B. (St. John’s Abbey Press). The annual 
publication The Catholic Booklist for 1958 was 
again edited by Sister M. Luella, O.P., and pub- 
lished for the CLA by Rosary College, River 
Forest, Linois. 

The two basic publications of the Association, 
the Catholic Library World and the Catholic 
Periodical Index continued to improve in qual- 
ity and scope. A full report on the CPI follows 
this report. 

Two changes in CLW column editors took 
place. Miss Ethna Sheehan, Queens Borough 
Public Library, after five years of reviewing chil- 
dren’s book for the Association, recommended a 
change—first because of her extremely heavy 
schedule and secondly because she felt no one 
person should edit a book review column for 
too long a period of time. Miss Miriam A. Wes- 
sel, Chief, Main Library Children’s Room, De- 
troit Public Library agreed to review Children’s 
books for the CLW. 

The “Books in the Parish” page appeared in 
every issue during the current year, thanks to 
Sister Marie Inez, C.S.J., College of St. Cath- 
erine, St. Paul, Minnesota. Sister Inez agreed 
at the Parish Library meeting during the Louis- 
ville convention to take over the editing chores 
of the parish column. 

Special issues on missions (Nov.) and school 
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libraries CApr.) as well as a series of articles on 
Catholic University libraries were some of the 
highlights of a most satisfying year for the edi- 
tor of CLW. The quality and variety of articles 
(Fr. Bowhuis on school library, Mr. Delaney 
on the significance of paperbacks, basic lists of 
Catholic paperbacks, books on psychology, the 
special issues mentioned above, etc.) during the 
year 1957-58 gives evidence that the CLW is 
improving in content. It is dificult for an editor 
to please every member of the Association as 
regards the emphasis of CLW. The journal must 
try to be all things to all members and not espe- 
cially strong in areas of interest to any one 
group. The editor must also consider the fact 
that a large percentage of our readership is non 
or semi-professional and that some elementary 
and “how to do” articles must be provided. We 
cannot always present articles in needed areas 
simply because we cannot get good manuscripts. 
The constant plea of your editor is for critical, 
constructive and reasonable suggestions, as well 
as manuscripts to help improve the scope, inter- 


est and quality of the CLW. 


Catholic Book Week 


Sister Mary Reparatrice, $.M., Our Lady of 
Mercy Academy, Syosset, New York, was an able 
successor to Rev. Walter Ziemba, the chairman 
for CBW, 1957. One of her first actions was to 
obtain the papal blessing for CBW and every- 
one participating in its celebration. She insti- 
tuted a monthly news note for unit book week 
chairmen and ran a contest for the unit and the 
person that sponsored the most successful book 
week celebration. Once again the CLA widely 
promoted CBW. A direct mail invitation went to 
every Catholic university, college, seminary and 
high and elementary schools, as well as to hos- 
pitals and parish libraries. All public libraries 
and book stores were also made aware of the 
event and the materials that were available. 

The financial report that follows will attest to 
the financial success of Catholic Book Week. 
This favorable balance is possible because the 
distribution of our material is constantly grow- 
ing. Over 500,000 reading lists, 12,000 posters 
and 4600 folders of ideas were mailed through- 
out the United States and Canada. In addition 
a bookmark (that your Executive-Secretary had 


been planning for two years) was issued—more 
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than 270,000 were purchased. 

The importance of CBW cannot be over- 
emphasized. Approximately 115 titles were on 
our three lists, The Best in Catholic Reading 
for Adults, Young Adults and Children. These 
lists serve as purchasing guides for public and 
Catholic libraries and suggested reading lists for 
teachers and students. They are a definite stimu- 
lus to the writing, publishing and reading of 
good literature. They are an important part of 
this positive Catholic effort to encourage the 
reading of only the best books. All members of 
the Association, especially those in colleges, uni- 
versities and seminaries, are urged to increase 
their participation in the celebration of CBW. 


Buffalo Conference 


Over 600 delegates had the good fortune and 
pleasure to be present at our 34th annual con- 
ference in Buffalo last Easter week. There were 
many highlights in the conference. A brief re- 
port appeared in the May-June issue of CLW 
and a full report was published in our Proceed- 
ings of the 34th Annual Conference ($2.75). 
The Elementary Section’s Pre-Conference Work- 
shop was a most stimulating and thought-provok- 
ing session. You must read the text of the speech- 
es in the proceedings to fully appreciate the 
quality of the pre-conference workshop. 

The growing importance of our conference to 
members of the Association, educators in the 
area of our Convention city and to book pub- 
lishers, dealers, suppliers of furniture, equip- 
ment and library supplies, bindery and micro- 
reproduction equipment and reading matter is 
most evident. The increasing attendance of dele- 
gates and exhibitors these last three years should 
quiet the critics of our present policy of hold- 
ing a separate convention at Easter time. Cer- 
tainly the conflict of NCEA-CLA meetings is 
not desirable—but it would be less desirable, in 
fact tragic, to do anything that would weaken 
our meetings or subordinate CLA to any other 
group. Cooperation between CLA, NCEA, ALA, 
state library groups and education groups has 
been going on for years. New means of increas- 
ing that cooperation are constantly being ex- 
plored and implemented. A scrutiny of the CLA 
joint committee as listed in our handbooks will 
document the above statement. 
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Some Final Observations 

The financial condition of the CLA Cinclud- 
ing the CPI) is indeed encouraging and gratify- 
ing. The audited reports that follow bear witness 
to the facts stated in the written reports of Fa- 
ther Kortendick and myself. 

In this report I have thus far refrained from 
discussing the very important and far-reaching 
decisions reached by your Executive Council and 
officers at the Buffalo convention. These are dis- 
cussed in this month’s editorial in an attempt to 
reach as many of our members as possible. Each 
of us has an obligation to be well informed of 
the activities of our Association. You are urged 
to study the annual reports and any comments 
or criticisms will be welcomed. Suggestions from 
members will be considered and acted upon if 
deemed possible and practical. Remember, the 
CLA is only as strong as its members.

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Annual Report of the Catholic 
Periodical Index 1957-1958 


BY REV. JAMES J. KORTENDICK, S.S. 
Chairman, C.P.I. Committee 


This report covers the activities of the Catho- 
lic Periodical Index during the current fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1957, to June 30, 1958. 
During this period the quarterly issues were 


published in July, January, and April; the an- 


nual volume for 1956-57 was published in De- 
cember. It included, in accordance with the 
new publishing schedule approved at the 1956 
Annual Conference of the C.L.A., indexing for 
fifteen months, from July 1956 to September 
1957. The next permanent cumulative volume 
of the C.P.1. will be issued early in 1960 and 
will cover the period from July 1956 to De- 
cember 1959. 

Preliminary negotiations with Walter Romig 
concerning a possible purchase of the Guide to 
Catholic Literature were conducted by the 
Chairman of the C.P.1. Committee between Oc- 
tober, 1957 and April, 1958. A tentative agree- 
ment was reached, presented to the Executive 
Council of the Catholic Library Association at 
the Annual Conference at Buffalo, and ap- 
proved by it. The Editorial Committee of the 
C.L.A. is currently working out the details of 
the execution of the agreement. 

The financial status of the C.P.I. continues 
on a sound basis, in spite of the fact that the 
costs of printing and mailing have increased. 
Income has been higher than last year, primar- 
ily because of the new billing schedules. These 
are being changed to correspond to the new 
publication plan, and will now follow the cal- 
endar year rather than the school year. The 
necessary adjustment was made in the last bill- 
ing which covered a period of eighteen months 
(July 1957 to December 1958); future billings, 
beginning with the next business period, will 
take place in December rather than in July.

Subscribers 


The number of subscribers has continued to 
grow steadily, at a slightly faster rate than dur- 
ing the preceding period. The last annual re- 
port listed 1,207 subscribers; as of June 30, 
1958, the C.P.I. had 1,252 subscribers. The 
number of non-renewals since July 1, 1957, 
was 39, or considerably less than in the pre- 
ceding period, when 64 cancellations were re- 
ported. Eighty-four new subscribers were gained, 
largely through advertisements and an inten- 
sive but highly selective promotional effort, 
during which over 350 libraries of Catholic col- 
leges, seminaries, larger high schools, nursing 
schools, as well as secular public libraries and 
universities were canvassed. The response has 
been unusually good. A large-scale promotional 
campaign is under active preparation. 

The breakdown of the new subscriptions and 
of the cancellations by type of library follows:

The preceding statistical analysis indicates 
that the saturation point may have been reached 
for a number of categories, such as colleges, 
houses of study, and public libraries. Future 
promotional efforts will be directed primarily to 
universities (other than Catholic), seminaries, 
schools of nursing, and most of all to high 
schools. The latter group accounts, as in the 
past years, for over fifty per cent of the cancel- 
lations; however, it is sufficiently large to off- 
set the losses by a significant number of new 
subscriptions, accounting for almost two-thirds 
of the gains. 


Progress Report on the 
1934-1938 Cumulation 

The indexing and editorial work on the 1934- 
1938 volume is progressing satisfactorily. In 
June 1958 Mr. Richard O'Keeffe was added to 
the full-time staff to complete the indexing and 
see the volume to completion. Final editorial 
work, typing, alphabeting, and mounting of in- 
dex cards for photo-offset reproduction will be- 
gin in the late Fall of 1958. The volume should 
be available for distribution late in 1959. 

The special budget of $29,000.00 for the pro- 
ject, proposed and approved at the 1956 Con- 
ference, remains the basis for the operation; it 
is possible, however, that the printing costs will 
be about 10 per cent higher than had been es- 
timated. As indicated in the last annual report, 
the balance between the final cost and the re- 
ceipts from pre-subscriptions can be met by 
expected additional sales and/or from operat- 
ing surplus funds. 


Subscription Rates 

During the past three years the subscription 
rates were reduced from a unit rate of $1.25 
to $0.85 or about 30 per cent. Consequently the 
current subscription income dropped from $28,- 
000 to about $24,000, or close to the amount 
annually expended. However, sales of cumula- 
tions, new subscribers and interest from sav- 
ings accounts have increased the annual income 
sufficiently to suggest the feasibility of a further 


20 


reduction in rates. Therefore, a proposal for a 
$0.10 cut in the unit rate effective January 1959 
will be presented to the Executive Council. If 
approved the hope of the Committee to bring 
the rates down to $0.75 per title will have been 
realized. 

The budget for 1958-59 as approved by the 
Executive Council at the Buffalo Conference 
estimates the expenditures at $24,899. The in- 
crease of $2,241 over the 1957-58 budget reflects 
the increased printing costs and the usual ad- 
justments in salaries and other operating ex- 
penses; it also provides for the publication costs 
of the biennial cumulation. 

The appended auditor's report lists total bank 
balances of the Index at $93,303.30. OF this 
amount $25,000 remains in the General Re- 
serve Fund invested in three savings and loan 
associations. An additional $29,000 has been re- 
served for the preparation and publication of 
the 1934-38 cumulation, and $7,000 for the 
publication of the 1956-58 cumulation. Finally, 
$12,000 collected on current one and one-half 
year billing will be applied against current op- 
erating expenditures of the first six months of 
the 1958-59 fiscal period. The balance, approx- 
imately $20,000, represents an additional re- 
serve which had been accumulated for the most 
part before the rate reductions had become ef- 
fective and from sales of earlier cumulations. It 
is in the light of this financial status that the 
newly proposed rate reduction can be assured. 

In the name of the CPI Committee members, 
the Editor, Mr. Joseph Sprug, and the Business 
Manager, Mr. Vaclav Mostecky, I wish to 
thank all the subscribers for their continued 
support of the CPI, and all those who have 
helped by their work and suggestions to im- 
prove the Index and to increase the number of 
subscribers.

As publishing houses go, Hawthorn Books, 
Inc., is an infant. It was founded six years ago 
this fall and published its first book (Reflections 
on Life by Alexis Carrel) only five years ago. 
But that first title and the two titles published 
on the fifth anniversary of its publication (What 
Is the Bible? by Herni Daniel-Rops and What 
Is Faith by Eugene Joly, the first two volumes 
in The Twentieth Century Encyclopedia of Ca- 
tholicism) indicate a direction of growth that 
has been followed from the very beginning. 

For Hawthorn Books is dedicated to the pub- 
lication of what it describes as “non-fiction of 
permanent value” and the titles on its list are 
chosen with that criterion very much in mind. 
As a result, few books bearing the Hawthorn 
imprint have been conspicuous on the bestseller 
lists—but equally few have found a place on 
the remainder and clearance counters. Most im- 
portant, when measured by the firm’s overall ob- 
jectives, is that most of. its titles have earned a 
respected niche on library shelves. 

Although a relatively new firm, Hawthorn is 
heir to a well-established publishing tradition. 
It was founded as a wholly-owned but inde- 
pendently operated subsidiary of Prentice-Hall, 
Inc., one of the world’s largest book publishing 
organizations and, with its other subsidiaries 
and associated companies, certainly the world’s 
largest textbook publisher. Prentice-Hall had 
previously established, under its own imprint, a 
trade book division, publishing both fiction and 
non-fiction for the general reader most success- 
fully. As it grew, however, it became increasing- 
ly difficult for its staff to find the necessary 
time to devote to large scale, long term projects. 
It became apparent to me, as the then editor- 
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in-chief of the trade book division, and to the 
Prentice-Hall management, that there was a 
need for another separate organization to de- 
vote itself intensively to such projects. Hawth- 
orn Books was the result and I was offered the 
opportunity of developing the new list. 

I can look back with some pride on the achieve- 
ment of the past six years—and with even more 
pride to what is to come. From the very be- 
ginning, religion and inspiration have been 
among the two most important fields in which 
Hawthorn has published. As a gereral pub- 
lisher, Hawthorn has felt a real responsibility 
to publish books for readers of all faiths. Con- 
sequently, on its very first list, there appeared 
two annuals, The Catholic Year 1954, published 
in association with The National Council of 
Catholic Men, and The Protestant Year 1954, 
published in association with the Christian Her- 
ald magazine. (Unfortunately, these annuals 
lived only two years, after which it became 
economically impossible to continue them; some 
thought is now being given to their revival.) 

Although Hawthorn published a wide variety 
of general books suitable for Catholic readers in 
its first three years and added additional titles 
by its acquisition of the books of the Greystone 
Press, it was not until spring of 1957 that a 
planned program of specifically Catholic pub- 
lishing got under way with the publication of 
Pope Pius XII, Crown of Glory, by Alden Hatch 
and Seamus Walshe, and “a picture pilgrimage,” 
The Vatican Picture Book, edited by Leon Paul. 
Crown of Glory was an immediate success and 
became 1957's best selling title in Catholic book- 
stores. 

This spring, 1958, two more extremely suc- 
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cessful Catholic titles appeared: This Is the 
Mass, the product of a collaboration among 
Henri Daniel-Rops, Bishop Fulton J. Sheen and 
Karsh of Ottawa, the photographer; and The 
Saints, an illustrated one volume reference book 
edited by John Coulson with a list of contribu- 
tors reading like a “Who's Who” of English 
Catholic writers. In the very short time which 
has passed since publication, both these books 
seem to have established themselves as outstand- 
ing in their respective fields. 

It is this fall, however, which Hawthorn has 
selected as the time to bring its Catholic pro- 
gram to the first of what it hopes will be a series 
of climaxes with the publication of the first 
volumes in the 150 volume Twentieth Century 
Encyclopedia of Catholicism and its Catholic 
Bible in the St. Peter's Edition. Both these pro- 
jects are important enough to warrant some 
account of their respective histories. 

The Twentieth Century Encyclopedia of Ca- 
tholicism is the brainchild of Henri Daniel-Rops, 
the French Academician and lay writer who is 
generally considered one of the greatest Catho- 
lic authors and historians of our time. Its initial 
announcement by the French publisher stirred 
worldwide interest and Hawthorn was able, in 
what is believed to be the largest Franco-Am- 
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Monsignor John J. Dougherty, Professor of Bible 
Studies at Immaculate Conception Seminary, 
Darlington, N.J., examines “What Is the Bible?” 
by Henri Daniel-Rops, first volume published in 
“The Twentieth Century Encyclopedia of Cath- 
olicism.” The shelves behind Msgr. Dougherty 
contain 150 similar volumes to show the size 
and scope of the completed series which is being 
published at the rate of two volumes a month. 
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erican publishing transaction in history, to se- 
cure all English language rights after a long 
period of negotiation. Rights were also sold at 
the same time for publication in other languages 
all over the world and volumes are appearing 
currently in every major language. 


Hawthorn then sold British Empire rights to 
these books to Burns, Oats and Washbourne, 
of London, Publishers to the Holy See, and ar- 
ranged that the translation and editing of the 
volumes should be a joint project. Lancelot Shep- 
pard, well-known Catholic author and scholar 
and translator of the St. Andrew's Missal was 
engaged to supervise the project. Provisions were 
made for much of the actual work of transla- 
tion to be done at Downside England by mem- 
bers of the community and the faculty of the 
famous Catholic public school there. A large 
number of consultants were engaged both in 
England and the United States from among 
Catholic scholars. And both Mr. Sheppard and 
Fred Kerner, who had joined Hawthorn as its 
editor early in 1957, began the commissioning 
of those volumes in the encyclopedia which, 
from the point of view of English and American 
readers, needed to be substituted for various un- 
suitable French volumes. 

While the editorial problems were being 
solved, the techniques of producing 150 vol- 
umes at the rate of two volumes a month over 
a period of more than six years had to be worked 
Mrs. Ellane E. Hoose, Hawthorn’s pro- 
duction manager, engaged the services of a dis- 
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tinguished designer and typographer, Stefan 
Salter, to design and set and work out a pro- 
duction plan. An artist and calligrapher, Jean- 
yee Wong, was commissioned to design an ap- 
propriate colophon. 

Distribution and promotion problems also ex- 
isted. These were the responsibility of Gerald 
R. MacGregor, sales manager, and Kenneth T. 
Hurst, in charge of advertising, promotion and 
publicity. Finally, a unique subscription scheme 
was worked out to enable buyers to acquire the 
complete work at the lowest possible price. 

All this represented a tremendous effort in 
both time and money, lasting for a period of 
almost two years prior to the publication of the 
first volumes. As this is written, the reviews of 
the first two volumes are beginning to come in 
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Seamus Walshe, co-author of “Crown of Glo 
is seen with His Holiness, Pope Pius XII, and 
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. best-selling biography of the Supreme Pontiff, 
r and Mrs. K. S. Giniger. This was believed to be 


the first time the Pope received a copy of a book about himself from its author. 


as well as the early sales results and the Hawth- 
orn staff is convinced that its labors have not 
been in vain. 

Of course, work on The Twentieth Century 
Encyclopedia of Catholicism is only just begin- 
ning. The tremendous task of the 150th volume 
—a comprehensive index to all the preceding 
149—lies ahead. Joseph W. Sprug, editor of 
The Catholic Periodical Index, has just agreed 
to supervise the indexing and is now working 
with the Hawthorn staff on the problems of 
periodic cumulative indexes and how often and 
in what form they shall be issued. A mechan- 
ism for continuous revision and up-dating is be- 
ing set up. Comments as to how this monogra- 
phic encyclopedia can be improved and made 
more helpful are being solicited and considered. 
And, unquestionably, other problems, now un- 
foreseen, will face Hawthorn before the task 
is completed. But Hawthorn feels it has reason 
to be proud of the fact that, among American 
publishers publishing Catholic books, it alone 
had both the courage and the resources to un- 
dertake this vast project. 

Equally impressive in the resources required 


—hundreds of thousands of dollars—is The Cath- 
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olic Bible in the St. Peter's Edition. A large 
illustrated family Bible utilizing the Douay 
version for the Old Testament and the West- 
minster version for the Psalter and New Testa- 
ment, it is not only meant to be a work of art 
in its presentation of fifty-six full page, full 
color reproductions of great Bible paintings and 
in the typographic beauty of its text pages but 
also a work of scholarship of the first import- 
ance. Completely newly annotated, the Old 
Testament by Rev. Robert Dyson, S.J., Pro- 
fessor of Exegesis at the Pontifical Biblical In- 
stitute in Rome, and the New Testament by 
Rev. Richard Foster, Professor of Biblical Studies 
at Oscott College in England, it is the first Bible 
whose annotations take into consideration such 
new discoveries as the Dead Sea Scrolls. Re- 
markable new maps are also included, designed 
in full color by a Belgian artist, Mark Severin, 
and supervised by Rev. H. J. Richards of St. 
Edmund's College in England; the cartouches 
of the maps show the flowers mentioned in the 
Bible in exact botanical detail. 

Hawthorn has taken pride in the fact that 
this Bible, years in preparation, reflects vividly 
the universality of the Catholic church because 
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Archbishop Amleto G. Cicognani, Apostolic Del- 
egate to the United States, is presented with the 
fourth copy of “The aCtholic Bible in the St. 
Peters’ Edition,” by Vincent C. Ross, vice-chair- 
man of the board of directors of Hawthorn 
Books, publishers of the Bible.

England, Italy, Belgium, the Vatican and Can- 
ada, while its actual manufacture has involved 
yet other people in the United States, England, 
Scotland and the Netherlands. And, in addi- 
tion to these people directly involved, the col- 
laborators in the project have drawn upon the 
resources of Bible scholars in all the countries 
of the world and have illustrated the final re- 
sult with reproductions of great works of art 
from the world’s greatest museums and collec- 
tions. 

I had the honor of being able to participate 
personally in the presention of the first copy of 
The Catholic Bible in the St. Peter's Edition to 
His Holiness, Pope Pius XII, who had taken 
the unprecedented step of giving his personal 
blessing to the project in writing and who pro- 
nounced himself well pleased with the final 
result. We also presented a copy to the library 
of the Pontifical Biblical Institute, which has, 
of course, one of the world’s largest collections 
of Bibles and were delighted to receive a letter 
from Rev. E. des- Places, $.J., the librarian, in 
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which he wrote: “Rarely since the days of il- 
luminated manuscripts has the word of God 
been so attractively presented and illustrated.” 
What publisher could ask for anything more? 

Hawthorn has unquestionably established it- 
self firmly among Catholic publishers with the 
publication of the Encyclopedia and The Cath- 
olic Bible. And it looks forward to increasing 
its Catholic list each year. 

Already scheduled for publication in early 
1959 are the story of Brother Andre and St. 
Joseph’s Oratory at Montreal by Alden Hatch, 
co-author of Crown of Glory; a book about the 
adventurer saints, The Adventurers of God by 
Henri Daniel-Rops; and a brilliant recreation of 
the story of two sisters and queens, Elizabeth 
and Mary, by the distinguished English writ- 
er, Hugh Ross Williamson. 

And already in preparation for publication 
just before Easter, 1960, is a companion to This 
Is the Mass, by the same successful team of 
Bishop Sheen, Daniel-Rops and Karsh. It will 
be called These Are the Sacraments and will 
rival its predecessor both in intellectual bril- 
liance and physical beauty. 

A wide variety of other Catholic books are 
in various stages of development and will be 
announced as they reach the appropriate stages. 
In addition to these specifically Catholic titles, 
Hawthorn will continue its program of pub- 
lishing a large number of other books of ‘par- 
ticular interest to libraries. Most important, in 
this connection, are the titles included in Haw- 
thorn’s series of “concise encyclopedias,” of 
which The Saints: A Concise Biographical Dic- 
tionary is one of the first. Others, already pub- 
lished, include The Concise Encyclopedia of 
Antiques (in three volumes), The Concise En- 
cyclopedia of American Antiques (in two vol- 
umes, The Concise Encyclopedia of English 
Pottery and Porcelain, The Concise Encyclo- 
pedia of Music and Musicians and The Concise 
Encyclopedia of World History. Volumes in 
preparation for publication in 1959 and later 
include a fourth volume of The Concise En- 
cyclopedia of Antiques, The Concise Encyclo- 
pedia of World Locomotives, The Concise En- 
cyclopedia of Continental Pottery and Porcelain, 
The Concise Encyclopedia of Religious Beliefs 
and many others. 
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The “concise encyclopedia” series has excited 
wide comment because of the physical appear- 
ance of the titles, all of which are characterized 
by full color jackets and endpapers, many color 
and black and white illustrations and handsome 
design. This attention to physical appearance 
is characteristic of Hawthorn books in general 
and librarians have been particularly compli- 
mentary about the fact that Hawthorn’s atten- 
tion to “eye appeal” does not stop at the dust 
jacket but continues under it to the binding case 
and other parts of the book itself. This care in 
production does result in higher prices than 
would be the case if emphasis was placed on 
doing the job as cheaply as possible, but Hawth- 
orn believes that if its books are truly to be of 
permanent value, their physical appearance 
must match the high level of their content. 

Whatever success Hawthorn may have 
achieved in Catholic publishing cannot be cred- 
ited to its own staff alone. Many kind and 
generous friends outside the Hawthorn organ- 
ization have given freely of their time and ad- 
vice. All of them cannot be mentioned here but 
some of them must be: Bishop Sheen; Mon- 
signor Domenico Tardini, Pro-Secretary of State 
at the Vatican; Monsignor John J. Dougherty, 
Immaculate Conception Seminary, Darlington, 
N.J.; Monsignor Edward T. O'Meara, assistant 
national director of The Society for the Pro- 
pagation of the Faith; Father Ernest Vogt, S.]., 
rector of the Pontifical Biblical Institute; Father 
Harold C. Gardiner, S.J., literary editor of Am- 
erica; Father Francis B. Thornton, book editor 
of The Catholic Digest; Father Philip J. Cara- 
man, S.J., and Father James Walsh, S.J., both 
of The Month in London; George Rainbird and 
Joy Law, both of Rainbird, McLean, Ltd., Lon- 
don; Martin Work, National Council of Cath- 
lic Men; and Dan Herr, of the Thomas More 
Association. 

Many of the priests who have been most 
helpful to us are Jesuits, members of an Order 
which has as its motto, “Ad majorem Dei glor- 
iam.” It is the hope of all of us associated with 
Hawthorn that our Catholic publishing will, 
in its small measure, also contribute to the great- 


er glory of God.

The summer months have brought many new 
books from the presses but they have also intro- 
duced a new feature which should be of interest 
to all librarians. The Library of Congress has 
received a grant of $55,000 from the Council on 
Library Resources to conduct a one-year pilot 
demonstration of pre-publication cataloging of 
books so that publishers may print cataloging in- 
formation in the books themselves. The experi- 
ment will include a field study, in which the 
American Library Association will participate, 
of the effect of the system on the cataloging 
work of various types of libraries. 


Cataloging in Source 

The first book to reach us with this informa- 
tion is the H. W. Wilson Company's Repre- 
sentative American Speeches, 1957-1958 edited 
by A. Craig Baird (Reference Shelf, v. No. 30, 
v. No. 4, $2.00). The back flyleaf includes the 
Library of Congress cataloging entry and the 
Wilson cataloging entry. Both entries include 
the Dewey classification numbers. 


National Library Week 

National Library Week for 1959 will be ob- 
served from April 12 to 18 with the theme “Wake 
Up and Read.” The National Book Committee 
has appointed Theodore Waller, vice-president of 
the Grolier Society, Inc., as chairman of the 
steering committee for program planning. More 
specific aims have been suggested for this year's 
observance, e.g., the establishment and strength- 
ening of school libraries and the building up of 
home libraries. 
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Image Books Highlighted 

The 1958 Catholic Digest Award of the Cath- 
olic Press Association has been presented, to- 
gether with a check for $1,000, to John Delaney, 
editor of the Doubleday Image Books. 


News from the Publishers 

Farrar, Straus and Cudahy, Inc., will pub- 
lish and distribute McMullen Books, Inc. 
Founded in 1945, the McMullen Company 
developed an important list of Catholic titles. 
These titles will be continued but new ones 
will also be added to the list. Mr. McMullen 
will devote his entire time to the Catholic audio- 
visual field, marketing film strips and educa- 
tional materials. 

A new Catholic publisher, the Helicon Press, 
Inc., (5305 East Drive, Baltimore 27, Md.) plans 
to issue “titles of current interest and books 
that can be used time and again as reference 
and refresher material.” Lourdes and Cathedral 
Tour, the first in the Schwann Travel Guide 
series ($1.50) and Holy Pagans of the Old 
Testament, by Jean Danielou, $.]., ($3.00) are 
among their first publications. 


New Editions 

A new edition of Donald Attwater’s A Cath- 
olic Dictionary (originally published as_ the 
Catholic Encyclopaedic Dictionary) was released 
by Macmillan in July. This third edition con- 
tains over one hundred revisions and will sell 
for $5.95. 

The first volume of Buchberger’s Lexikon fur 
Theologie und Kirche was issued by Herder 
(Freiburg im Breisgau) in a new edition in late 
spring ($18.70). The same publisher now has 
available the first volume of the sixth edition 
of the standard German Staatslexikon edited by 
the Gorres-Gesellschaft ($21.50). Orders may 
be placed with Herder and Herder, Inc., 17 
East 45th St., New York 17. 


Reprints 

Hodge’s Handbook of American Indians of 
North of Mexico, long out of print and extreme- 
ly scarce on the second-hand market, will be 
issued in a reprint edition on January 19, 1959, 
by Pageant Books, Inc. The list price for the 
two volumes will be $27.50 but orders received 
previous to publication date will be billed at 
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$22.50 less 10 per cent for libraries. 

Catholic Authors, edited by Matthew Hoehn, 
O.S.B., (St. Mary's Abbey, 528 High St., 
Newark 2, New Jersey) is now available at a 
special price for the two volumes—$11.48. Vol- 
ume one has been reprinted with a necrology. 

Oxford University Press is now distributing A 
Latin Dictionary, the British edition of Harper's 
Latin Dictionary, published in recent years by 
the American Book Company. The latter com- 
pany has been out of stock for several years and 
does not contemplate a reprint. Although this is 
a 1955 impression of a book first published in 
1879, it is still the standard comprehensive Latin- 
English dictionary for scholars. The library 
price is $9.52. 

Also available in reprints are: A Bibliographi- 
cal Guide to the Romance Languages and Liter- 
atures, compiled by Thomas R. Palfrey and 
others (4th ed., Chandler's, Inc., 630 Davis 
St., Evanston, Ill., $3.75); Canadian Catalogue 
of Books, 1791-1897, compiled by W. R. Haight 
(3v. in 1, H. Pordes, 138 New Cavendish St., 
London, W.1, $27.00); and John William Brad- 
ley’s Dictionary of Miniaturists, Illuminators, 
Calligraphers and Copyists (3v., New York: Burt 
Franklin, 1958, $55.00). 


Yearbooks 

The Americana Annual is the oldest consecu- 
tively published English language encyclopedia 
year book, the first having been issued in 1922. 
The 1958 issue includes articles by more than 
400 authorities. Space Flight, International Geo- 
physical Year (including a few pictures and an 
excellent diagram), Automation, and the Foreign 
Policy of the United States are but a few of the 
timely topics covered in this volume. Some _no- 
tion of the amount of work involved in this type 
of publishing can be obtained by the figures re- 
cently released by Dr. Lavinia P. Dudley, execu- 
tive editor of the Encyclopedia Americana which 
is published by the Grolier Society. It is esti- 
mated, according to Dr. Dudley, that Alaska’s 
statehood will cost the Encyclopedia more than 
$27,000 in editorial changes. Map-makers will 
also be affected. 

On June 2 Scribner published Volume 22 
(Supplement 2) of the Dictionary of American 
Biography ($15.00). This new volume, which 
is an overall picture of the variety of American 
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life in its many aspects, includes 585 biographi- 
cal articles on individuals who died during the 
years 1936 to 1940. J. G. Hopkins gives a good 
history of this publishing venture and future 
plans for it in the July, 1958 issue of the 
Library Journal. 


Children’s Books 

The Parent's Guide to Children’s Reading re- 
ferred to in an earlier issue of CLW, was pub- 
lished on October 2. This publication is not just 
another booklist but suggestions for a national 
program for meeting the needs in this area. 

Growing Up with Science Books, is a 36-page 
gaily illustrated booklet listing more than 250 in- 
formational science books for children of all 
ages (Bowker, $3.35 per hundred). The list has 
been compiled with the help of two experts in 
the field: Julius Schwartz, Consultant in Science, 
Bureau of Curriculum Research, Board of Educa- 
tion, New York City; and Herman Schneider, 
author of children’s science books and lecturer 
in children’s literature at the College of the City 
of New York. 

Another aid for teachers of science is Teach- 
ing Science to the Ordinary Pupil, by K. Lay- 
bourn and C. H. Bailey (New York: Philosophi- 
cal Library, $10.00). The book discusses “aims 
and purposes, content and method, special tech- 
niques and the everyday problems of the teacher 
of science.” The book includes 535 diagrams. 

Science also plays a major role in the 1958 
editions of the publications of the Educators 
Progress Service (Randolph, Wisconsin). Ele- 
mentary Teachers Guide to Free Curriculum 
Materials ($6.50), edited by Patricia H. Suttles, 
is organized by subject areas, by titles, by sub- 
ject matter, and by sources. A teacher’s manual, 
“Units on Free Materials,” gives helpful sug- 
gestions on the use of the Guide and includes 
an article on “Audio-Visual Aids to Instruction.” 
The Educators Guide to Free Slidefilms provides 
comprehensive information on currently available 
free slidefilms and slides. The Educators Guide 
to Free Films includes a film Cin French) on the 
Bibliotheque Nationale. 


Guidance 

The 1958 Collier's Encyclopedia Year Book 
includes a twenty-four page article on Career 
Guidance which is accompanied by a helpful 
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Occupational Information Chart and a three- 
page bibliography for further reading. 

The Vocational Training Directory of the 
United States, compiled by Nathan M. Cohen 
and now in its third revised and enlarged edi- 
tion, includes a new group of schools—the 
Health Service Schools. Published by the 
Potomac Press, (2607 Arlington Boulevard, 
Arlington 1, Virginia $2.95) this book also in- 
cludes the Library of Congress cataloging infor- 
mation. The publishers offer to send free of 
charge with the Directory three Library of 
Congress catalog cards upon request. 


Pre-Publication Notes 

Because prices are high many publishers are 
using pre-publication prices to attract purchasers. 
There are more special offers this fall than we 
have seen in several seasons. Another feature 
that has been added this fall is a special pre- 
Christmas gift price offer. There are too many 
titles to list but it is worthwhile noting that ad- 
vertisements should be watched in the trade 
journals as well as jobber’s lists. One item that 
should not be missed is the Horn Book’s I/lus- 
trators of Children’s Books, 1946-1956, by Bertha 


Mahony Miller. List price will be $20.00 but 
price before November 20 is $15.00. 


American Catholic Scholarship 

The National Register of American Catholic 
Scholarship has recently been established at 620 
Michigan Avenue, N.E., Washington 17, D.C., 
by the Catholic Commission on Intellectual and 
Cultural Affairs.

THE BOOK OF KNOWLEDGE; the chil- 
dren’s encyclopedia; E. V. McLaughlin, Edi- 
tor-in-Chief. N.Y. Grolier Society, 1958, 7884 
pages illus.; maps 20 v. $139.50 (discounts to 
schools and libraries.) 

The center spread of the May-June issue of 
the Catholic Library World featured an ency- 
clopedia which accented the word “modern,” al- 
though many readers of CLW used it when 
children. Also presented were brief statistics. 
Automatically one applies other criteria for eval- 
uating a reference work—scope, style, arrange- 
ment, authority, price and format. An examin- 
ation of the twenty volumes reveals each divid- 
ed into eighteen departments including earth, 
science, wonder questions, animal-plant-human 
life, familiar things, countries, United States, 
Canada, arts, literature, famous books, stories, 
poetry, golden deeds, men and women, and 
things to make and do. Volume One cites the 
personnel of the Executive Staff, Art Staff, Ad- 
visers and Consultants, and Contributors. The 
latter range from Walt Disney to Dr. Lowell 
Martin and from Gene Autry to Mary Ellen 
Chase—an achievement in itself. Artists and il- 
lustrators run the gamut of the Caldecott med- 
alists. Printed in clear type on coated paper, the 
text is “embellished” by 12,200 illustrations, 
almost 2000 of them in color, and 170 maps. 
The. rticles, many of them signed, are updated 
with such current topics as automation, elec- 
tronics, television, satellites and animation. The 
arrangement is topical, subjects continued in 
succeeding volumes with paging noted. There 
is an Index Volume, number twenty. 

Looking closer one spots the Wonder Ques- 
tions grouped by subject and often adjoining a 
pertinent section. The Literature department 
presents the writings of various countries and 
periods. Famous Books are synopses of the clas- 
sics such as the Iliad and Odyssey, Ivanhoe and 
Last of the Mohicans. Required reading is Prof. 
Milda Grieder’s article on the classics. The 
Stories, some to be read aloud, are folk lore, 
nursery tales and incidents from old favorites. 
Poetry ranges from Mother Goose to Shakes- 
peare’s sonnets, grouped by subjects and with a 
selection of “read aloud” poems. Hobbies, sports 
and crafts are included in Things to Make 
and Things to Do where you can cook or sail 
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a kite, play tennis or marbles or raise goldfish. 
Volume Twenty has an alphabetic General In- 
dex of 50,000 entries with some biographical 
and geographical information and see and see 
also references; a Poetry Index by author, title, 
first line and subject; an Index of Things to 
Make and Do, and a Key to Illustrations divid- 
ed into Fine and Practical Arts. For good meas- 
ure we have the Declaration of Independence 
and Constitution. 

The Catholic educator, librarian and parent 
will inquire further. What is its treatment of 
general religious topics as The Bible? Of topics 
which permit a Catholic viewpoint as the Re- 
formation? Of specifically Catholics topics as 
Jesuits? How does Book of Knowledge deal 
with the Inquisition, Luther, Henry VIII, Mon- 
asteries, Vatican City, the Crusades, Commun- 
ism, Jesus Christ, St. Bartholomew Massacre, 
Russia’s war on religion, St. Joan of Arc, St. 
Francis of Assisi, St. Patrick or Pere Marquette 
or Father Damien? We found these subjects 
presented fairly, sincerely and factually, realiz- 
ing that over-simplification necessarily results 
in some distortion. In a secular work in which 
contributors are not identified as to religious afhi- 
iation, the Catholic reader is impressed by the 
quality and quantity of such material. The en- 
cyclopedia can be placed in our homes and li- 
braries with complete confidence. 

Two other questions: Having recently com- 
pleted the IGY, how does it meet the need for 
scientific and technical information? The na- 
tural and physical sciences are generously fea- 
tured although the slant is enrichment rather 
than identification, a typical encyclopedia treat- 
ment. Willy Ley has written two articles on 
rockets and satellites and space travel to the 
moon. In preparing its Elementary Science 
Guide, the editors studied the science compon- 
ents in fifty elementary curricula and found a 
high level of coverage. This is not at the ex- 
pense of literature or social studies. Also, does 
the topical treatment meet reference needs in 
contrast to the alphabetic arrangement of other 
encyclopedias for children? The broad subject 
approach as found in literature, history, art, 
biography and other areas represents the best 
educational practice and fits nicely into the unit 
method of teaching. Book of Knowledge is an 
ideal reference and supplementary reading tool, 
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not a haphazard montage of curiosa. 

It was our pleasure to review this some years 
ago in CLW and it was a pleasant surprise to 
find the new edition really modern and our 
task not a rereading. Although the old favorite 
has a new look it retains the spirit of eternal 
youth who are entitled to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happy learning.

The Creative Science Series would be a handy 
and usable instructional aid and tool for any 
elementary classroom and library or high school 
library. Each page of text with a facing illustra- 
tion presents a compact, informative unit on 
one facet of the subject matter. Articles are short 
and to the point, few more than one full 
page, yet satisfactorily complete. Statements are 
direct and simple answers to many questions in 
the fields of science covered. The vocabulary 
is within reading range of approximately sixth 
grade through high school. Augmenting and 
corresponding to the clear, precise explanations 
are many full page and other sized bleeds fac- 
ing the text. Illustrations include photographs 
and diagrams. Both are graphic and eye-catching. 
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The authors, specialists in their respective 
fields, have done a fine job in choosing science 
questions uppermost in our minds today and 
explaining them in simple yet truly scientific 
manner. 

Each volume is thoroughly indexed. This, 
plus the inclusion of see references will be an 
aid to good study habits. The type is clear on 
dull paper and the page is made especially at- 
tractive by wide margins. Two volumes are 
done in a warm brown ink, both type and il- 
lustrations, one in black, and appropriately 
enough Planets, Stars And Space is done in 
dark blue ink—all contributing to eye-appeal. 
Planets, Stars And Space was selected as one 
of the most outstanding publications in the Unit- 
ed States by the American Subcommittee, and 
was displayed at the International Astronomical 
Union, held in Moscow in August.

BOWKER LECTURES ON BOOK PUB- 
LISHING. New York: R. R. Bowker Com- 
pany, 1957. x, 389 p. 


These seventeen Bowker Lectures delivered 
between 1935 and 1956 cover such topics as 
subscription books, technical and paperbound 
books, editing, and literary “agenting”, map 
and atlas making, the rise of the university 
press and of the book club, the significance 
of copyright and, finally, speculation about 
the future. All lectures are professionally 
written; the perspective is generally good be- 
cause the topics were usually treated a decade 
or more after a major trend, such as the book 
club or mass paperback, was begun. 

The opening two lectures on general aspects 
of book publishing from 1880 to 1936 are too 
diffuse to have much value, particularly since 
the same material is better presented in Leh- 
mann-Haupt’s Book in America. One of the 
fundamental pieces is Luther Evans’ survey of 
copywright, stressing aspects of the common 
good as well as of individual and property rights. 
Throughout many of the lectures runs the theme 
that the more reading is done the better hu- 
manity will become. The overly optimistic note 
is particularly striking in Lacy’s “Books and the 
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Future” where he underrates or ignores the 
moral and intellectual preparation of the col- 
lege graduate of the 1920's as opposed to the 
better informed product of the 1950's (page 
351). Throughout Lacy attempts to be too com- 
prehensive in his coverage of many topics rath- 
er than penetrating in his analysis of quality of 
reading and of book sales on the part of col- 
lege graduates (346). One would like a piece 
by Russell Kirk on values in modern publish- 
ing or one by Harold Gardiner, S.J., on the so- 
cial responsibility of publishers and booksellers. 
Finally, one might ask why Alfred Knopf, whose 
dual record in bringing out translations of the 
best foreign literature and of emphasizing good 
book design, is not included. As another can- 
didate the reviewer would suggest the name of 
Frank Sheed with a program quite similar to 
that of Knopf but against a strictly religious 
background. 

To have these lectures in bound form with 
a good index is a decided asset. The book should 
be a good introduction to students and general 
readers to the complex world of book publish- 
ing and will serve as an excellent supplement or 
companion volume to the Chandler Grannis 
symposium What Happens in Book Publishing.

This reviewer questions the arrangement of 
the calendar of book trade and promotional 
events wherein the January-June 1959 dates 
precede the August-December 1958 listings. The 
opposite arrangement seems more logical and 
convenient. 

It is to be noted that LMP does not attempt 
to be an exhaustive director of the book trade 
nor a fully complete buyers’ guide. The fore- 
word states that editorial prerogative has been 
exercised to include only such names as seemed 
more active and influential in their respective 
fields. Thus, it is well to keep the American 
Book Trade Directory, and if needed, the Book 
Industry Register handy for more complete list- 
ings and information related to book produc- 
tion.

METCALEE, John. Information Indexing and 
Subject Cataloging: alphabetical, classified, 
coordinate, mechanical. Scarecrow Press, 
1957. 338 pages 


In this essay the author professes his admira- 
tion for Cutter, Dewey, Kaiser and Hulme— 
contrasting this quartette with the “biblio- 
sophists” who came after them. For a number 
of reasons this book is not likely to be widely 
read and less likely to be read with favor. The 
public-relations minded will not like the critical 
tone; Metcalfe is not at all evasive but clearly 
challenges living persons as well as the Library of 
Congress and the editors of the 15th edition of 
the Dewey classification. The reader will have 
to know a good deal about logic and have more 
than a name-acquaintance with such writers 
as Bliss, Bradford, Farradane, Haykin, Jevons, 
Mooers, Ranganathan, Sayers, Shaw, Sherna, 
Taube, Vickery, etc. 

Metcalfe’s constant referring backwards and 
forwards in the text, his lack of usable notes, and 
his often deplorable sentence structure will— 
along with the printing format—all help keep 
his audience small. The space taken by too fre- 


quent facitious or snide asides (e.g., “. . . evi- 
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dence that the more intelligent readers, that is 
those more intelligent than most cataloguers 
. . .” p. 89) would have been better used for 
significant quotations from the literature under 
discussion. Greater detail in analysis, more quo- 
tation to make the book self-readable, restrained 
use of the label “bibliosophy” in the too wide 
casting of his net, would help in securing the 
attention of the newer members of the pro- 
fession. 

Despite these adverse criticisms I think that 
the author can and should write a book result- 
ing in more than the negative effect of damp- 
ening the ardor of potential bibliosophists. What 
is needed is not simply a return to Cutter, Dew- 
ey, Kaiser, and Hulme, but a reafhirmation of 
the solid foundation which they laid and a 
scientific development derived from a_ positive 
synthesis of later writings—conserving the prin- 
ciples of the foundation while absorbing what- 
ever else is good or consistent. The author has 
obviously read and studied much; he should 
have something of positive significance to say. 

Personally and generally, 1 agree with the 
author’s criticisms and I would join his camp in 
the event of a controversy. The core of profes- 
sional librarianship involves classification sys- 
tems, cataloging practice, and subject-heading 
methodology. As Metcalfe suggests, librarianship 
is barely recognized as a profession, and if the 
vocal proponents of bibliographic organization 
(which is librarianship’s primary work as a pro- 
fession) speak in the contradictions of Babel 
rather than with the integrity of true science, 
what then is happening to the profession? The 
library profession, while perhaps overly passive 
in its individual members, has not been con- 
servative enough in accepting its leaders. 

Metcalfe champions the alphabetico-specific 
over the alphabetico-classed catalog; analyzes the 
metaphysical implications of “universal” classifi- 
cations; challenges such pseudo-scientific conven- 
tions as the “usage” principle. He bases the 
formation of compound subject headings on the 
tricotomy of subject-interaction, qualification, or 
specification. The professional librarian, he sug- 
gests, will reform the apparatus to fit the con- 
tent rather than deform the content to fit the 
apparatus. Metcalfe’s criticisms and suggestions 
are provocative for the library practioner and the 


library scholar; the book will be of value if it 
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sends the library “scientists” back to a conserva- 
tive examination of Cutter, Dewey, Kaiser, and 


Hulme.

MOUNIER, Emmanuel. The .Character of

Because of their intellectual profundity—and 
sometimes torturous terminology—it is very un- 
likely that the writings of the late Emmanuel 
Mounier will ever become popular in America. 
Certainly, they are not written for those seek- 
ing quick and facile solutions to the most basic 
questions concerning man’s existence. There- 
fore, the publishers are to be commended for 
making available to the English-reading public 
a book which they must have known would 
not be a “best seller.” But if credit is to be 
given to the publishers, even more deserving 
of praise is Cynthia Rowland for attacking what 
would seem to have been an almost insurmount- 
able task. She has not only presented us with 
an eminently readable translation, but has edit- 
ed and abridged by about one-third a work of 
some 800 pages in the French original (Traite 
du caractere)—and this without loosing any of 
the essential message. 

Until his death in 1949, Mounier was un- 
doubtedly one of the key figures among the 
French Catholic intelligensia. The founder of 
the now defunct journal, Esprit, he was a man 
of tremendous erudition and insight. One need 
only cite his numerous publications on such di- 
verse subjects as existentialism, social and po- 
litical philosophy, and religious thought. It is, 
however, in the present work that one finds the 
core of Mounier’s thought; it is, if one may so 
speak, his “Personalist Manifesto.” 

This book will come to the readers acquaint- 
ed with the “Personalism” of St. Thomas both 
as a stimulus and as a challenge. Because of his 
vast knowledge of the literature of contempor- 
ary anthropology, sociology, and psychology, 
Mounier is successful in presenting us with an 
image of the human person which, on the one 
hand, does not merely repeat traditional Thom- 
istic formulas, nor, on the other hand, does it

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REVIEWS OF RECENT FICTION

KOCH, Claude F. Light in Silence. 312 p. 58- 

8286. Dodd, Mead.. $3.50 
The novel that directly essays what may be called the 
“religious” experience is necessarily involved in im- 
mense difficulties. How is the experience of God and 
of love that transcends the temporal and mudane to 
be portrayed without the novel slipping into senti- 
mentality or pietistic rhetoric on one side, or into 
theological disputation, however profound, on the 
other? For the novel is concerned with experience, 
not with argument. Claude Koch has successfully 
maneuvered between these traps in his Light in Si- 
lence, and has presented vividly a fictive world where- 
in spiritual realities make up the terms of the lives 
of the characters. 

Central in the novel is Brother Finian Joseph of 
the Ordo Servorum Mendicantium of St. Bardolph, 
an order once dedicated to begging for the poor but 
now propertied and, in some of its members, given to 
a pride that negates love. Joseph endures inadequately 
the loss of the Brother Prior of the small college in 
the charge of the community, and realizes the anguish 
of an unfulfilled life without “name, heir, or friend” 
after 20 years. He cannot abide the new Prior who 
would come to terms with the world, nor can he abide 
the selflessness of his colleague, the ancient Brother 
Didymus, who knows that all lives must reinact the 
Passion, Death, and Resurrection of Christ in one 
form or another. Turning to the widowed sister of 
another Brother, Joseph finds what the world offers in 
love and resolves to leave the order. But even the ten- 
derness of this unspoken love cannot substitute for 
the loss of self that Joseph is compelled to see in the 
figure of Father Wheaton, chaplain to the Brothers, 
and especially in Didymus, who finally claims a vi- 
sion of St. Bardolph and then dies in an attempt to 
urge Joseph to return to the Order. 

The ties of charity drawn by Koch in his charac- 
ters are sometimes figured in the anguished self-doubt 
of Joseph and Father Wheaton, sometimes in the ten- 
derness of Ann, sometimes in the abnegation of Didy- 
mus, and sometimes in the comic narrowness of other 
members of the Community. But always and finely 
they are there. Sensitive to the psychological shifts of 
disposition in his people, the author controls carefully 
the growing awareness of an all encompassing love 
for God that works through profane love in his char- 
acters. The prose is at times challenging as the author 
manipulates the symbols that work within his world, 
and at points the conversations become eliptical, per- 
haps even overly cryptic; but the attention the novel 
demands is richly rewarded, for Koch establishes his 
world of spiritual dispossession and repossession with 
fine artistic control. 


MOORE, Brian. The Feast of Lupercal. 246 p. 
57-7837. Atlantic Monthly-Little, Brown. 
$3.75. 


The search for love that will complete the self is the 
theme of Brian Moore's latest novel. The setting of 
his earlier work, The Lonely Passion of Judith Hearne, 
Belfast again provides the background of The Feast of 
Lupercal. It is a dreary world, constricting the lives 
of its people until hope for love almost vanishes. The 
jansenism of the city infects the world of Catholics 
within the Protestant community and substitutes re- 
spectability for meaningful morality. Attempting to 
salvage something in his life, Diarmuid Devine, bach- 
elor teacher at a Catholic school, turns for love as he 
enters middle-age. Meeting a young Protestant girl, 
the niece of a fellow teacher, Devine courts her with 
mixed motives and with awkward hesitancy. She 
has a reputation for being “fast,” and Devine is aware 
of the suspicion in which any attachment between 
Catholic and Protestant is held by the priests that 
direct the school. Devine is unable, the author deftly 
indicates, to distinguish his motives, and lust and self- 
satisfaction displace love in him at the moment of 
crisis. But confusion follows his attempt to seduce the 
girl—an attempt which she encourages in reaction to 
an unhappy earlier affair—and he is left with a large 
doubt about his virility. And because he is timid be- 
for the eyes of the community he cannot bring him- 
self to save the girl’s reputation until his efforts are 
so belated as to compound the problem. Devine finally 
is left in his wilderness within a wilderness, with life 
bleaker and drearier than it was before he attempted to 
enlarge it. 

Moore has in this novel seriously approached a 
troubling experience, and he has portrayed the failure 
of a man to rise to love with sensitivity and a sure 
moral awareness. But his novel is not for young read- 
ers or for the immature of any age. His evaluation of 
the actions of his characters is implicit in the whole 
texture of the work, but the materials of the story 
can be misleading if they are judged outside the con- 
text of the whole work. Within the frame of the story 
Moore indicates with penetration the bleakness of sel- 
fishness and the inevitable ruin that accompanies re- 
bellion from a pattern of life that has molded one’s 
responses. The lesser characters in the novel are some- 
what sterotyped, but in his central figure and in his 
portrait of life in a physical and moral wasteland, 
Moore has drawn well. 


CICELLIS, Kay. Ten Seconds From Now. 224 
p. 58-5094. Grove. $3.50. 


A radio station in Greece provides the setting for Kay 
Cicellis’ remarkable Ten Seconds From Now. A re- 
ceptionist there is the confidant of the announcers, 
actors, and workers that live in the “world of sorrows” 
created by the author; it is this confidant who pieces 
together the fragments of the shattered lives about 
him and narrates his own growing awareness of the 
torture that life can be when it is isolated from love 
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and from meaning. In the island that is the station, 
the narrator grapples with the pain that is every- 
where present but which he alone shares with the 
sufferers, and it is his intense sensitivity that gives a 
meaning to the story. Kay Cicellis has carefully, expert- 
ly worked her materials in a vibrant prose that fully 
carries the emotional intensity of the suffering of her 
characters. As the narrator realizes that “betrayal is 
everywhere” the very feeling he endures is both jus- 
tified and effectively projected. 

It is, however, a curious world that the author pro- 
jects—a world wherein the suffering leads to nothing 
beyond itself. The sensitivity of the narrator who 
focuses the pain of the lives wherein love is invariably 
misdirected cannot offer more than that desire to share 
pain by knowing it connaturally; he cannot give a 
solution to the problems the others about him face. 
The story then is not a neatly packaged problem-with- 
solution; it proceeds on another level. The characters 
are drawn as facets of pain, almost amoral figures with- 
out the full dimension of people. But the excellence 
of the work is not impared by this; Kay Cicellis has 
limited her vision in order to give it intensity, to as- 
sume the limits within which man’s knowledge of 
others comes. Hers is an art like that of Henry James 
in its concern for form and precision, and for the 
advanced reader she offers perceptions few other writ- 
ers can so effectively present. 


HUYSMANS, Joris-Karl. Down There; a trans- 
lation of La Bas by Keene Wallis with an in- 
troduction by Robert Baldick. 317 p. Univer- 
sity Books. $5.00 56-13015. 


Huysmans’ La Bas is not properly speaking a piece of 
recent fiction; it was published serially in the Echo de 
Paris in 1891, and the present translation was first 
issued in 1924. It is only in 1958, however, that it 
is made easily available. All this, of course, hints of a 
story independent of the novel to some extent—and 
the subtitle, “A Study in Satanism,” indicates further 
what the terms of this story of publication are. Upon 
the appearance of the Wallis translation in 1924, it 
was attacked by one of those vigilance committees 
whose earnest, sincere concern for the moral state of 
society sometimes results in the imposition upon adults 
of codes designed for children. Innocence is demanded 
of all men, to be sure, but not naivete. Yet a group that 
did not distinguish between the two, that hoped to 
preserve the public's innocence by acting as its moral 
agent, secured the agreement of the publishers to re- 
move the book and melt the plates. Hence for 34 
years Huysmans’ important novel has been almost un- 
available in English; a judgment about the possible 
effect of the book on the immature has determined for 
that long whether or not the mature can even decide 
the value of the work. University Books apparently 
estimates a difference in the mores of today from 
those of 1924, and hence ventures Down There again. 
It is to be hoped that the new publishers are correct, 
that the book can remain available for those who wish 
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to explore the experience it presents. It need not be 
assumed that ignorance is the better part of piety; or 
that, and this is the real issue, readers will invariably 
or even often confuse the materials of a work of lit- 
erature with the total construct. 

The materials of Down There are in one respect 
obscene; revolting practices of the notorious Gilles de 
Rais are recounted, and paralleling them are presented 
the orgies, particularly the blasphemous black mass, 
of satanists, who were contemporaries of Huysmans. 
In the ordering of these materials, however, there is 
no ground for the charge of obscenity. The novelist 
evaluates, in both the texture and the structure of 
the work, these “obscenities” for precisely what they 
are: enormities that delineate the degradations man 
is capable of, the depths he can reach. The moral sig- 
nificance of the central action of the novel, quite the 
opposite of being an assertion of man’s bestiality, af- 
firms man’s spirituality—but it is so in the peculiar 
mode of the literary art work, by indirection, by sym- 
bolic action. 

For the novel is not a “study of satanist”; it is rath- 
er a presentment of a writer's deepening dissatisfaction 
with both philosophic and literary naturalism, his 
heightening awareness of the spiritual dimensions in 
reality. Durtal, a novelist, formulates a theory of 
“spiritual naturalism” and sees in the life of Gilles de 
Rais man transcending the material, the mundane. 
While pursuing Bluebeard’s fantastic life, Durtal en- 
gages in an adulterous affair with a woman who in- 
troduces him to a satanic cult headed by a proud abbe. 
Huysmans controls these materials carefully, not to 
present them for their own sake but to employ them 
in his drama of Durtal’s apprehension of the mystery 
of man. For this character, like his creator Huysmans, 
was drawn to a realization of the meaning of the 
“glorified Christ” whom, as another character puts it, 
“this century laughs to scorn.” The pit implied 
the mountain; the ennui of life on the “trodden plain” 
led Durtal to other levels, to belief in the supernatur- 
al. And the writing of the book led Huysmans to 
return to the Church: “with his hooked paw, the 
Devil drew me toward God,” he wrote, according to 
Robert Baldick in his biographical introduction. 

Far from being an incitement to vice, Down There 
is actually oriented by a profound moral sense. Inci- 
dents may strain credulity, and at times the frame of 
the story—the juxtaposition of medieval with modern 
satanism—may be somewhat mechanical, but for the 
reader who will take it whole the novel offers a vig 
orous and profound view of man searching for the 
meaning of his existence.

During the summer we read Father Harold 
Gardiner’s Catholic Viewpoint on Censorship, 
the second volume of the Catholic Viewpoint 
Series edited by John J. Delaney for Hanover 
House. While focus is on the NODL and Legion 
of Decency there is much information of value 
to the school librarian in the first section, The 
Position of the Church. In his usual indecisive 
style, Father Gardiner gets at the heart of con- 
troversies and helps us to see clearly our role. 
The high school librarian is especially conscious 
of the need to pass judgment because many adult 
books are used by our youth who themselves are 
at a critical period of development. As we well 
know from correspondence, another booklist is 
not the answer to those who suspect all science- 
fiction, who rigorously avoid any book with a 
bad word, or on the other hand who do nothing. 
We need a guide to book selection on the 
secondary level—Heaps was of some value but is 
long out of print. We need two types of in- 
formation in such a work—the general criteria 
for various subjects as science, history, literature, 
art. We pick up fragments from Haines, Arbuth- 
not, Munson et al, but there is a need for some- 
thing complete, a synthesis. We also need spe- 
cial criteria for such controversial subjects as 
evolution, the Inquisition and the Reformation. 
We need to take a second look at some of our 
highly rated literature. We need to know what 
some modern writers are thinking and saying. 
And while wishing, we wonder what Father 
Gardiner thinks of the ALA Committee on In- 
tellectual Freedom which seems to argue from 
a perfectionist standpoint. As Cardinal Spellman 
well said, we today fight ideological war. As a 
weapon, let a committee of the CLA develop a 
guidebook on both elementary and secondary 
levels. Now that the Guide Book of CBW Activ- 
ities (Oct. 31, $1.45) is on its printed way, why 
not a guide to book selection? 

On its way also is the 1958 Children’s Book 
Week, November 2-8, “Explore With Books.” 
A folder describing publicity aids is available 
from The Childrens Book Council, Inc. 50 West 
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53rd St., New York, 19, N.Y. Posters are 35 
cents each, a mobile $1.00, three streamers 30 
cents, bookmarks 500 for $2.50. There are also 
games, records, puzzles and other helps. Where 
a Book Fair is being held, as in many of our 
larger cities, make sure that Catholic children 
attend and participate. One year at the Wash- 
ington Book Fair, Father Hartke’s Players from 
Catholic University presented the Nutcracker 
Suite. This is a splendid example of direct Cath- 
olic action. 

We welcome to our ranks Margaret E. Martig- 
noni, well-known specialist in children’s litera- 
ture. She will have taken up her duties in the 
Department of Library Science at Catholic Uni- 
versity as of September 15. From wide experi- 
ence at Enoch Pratt Free Library in Baltimore, 
Head of Work with Children at the Brooklyn 
Public Library, Juvenile editor of Knopf, on the 
editorial staff of Junior Classics, editor of Treas- 
ury of Childrens Literature and now Treasury 
of Modern Childrens Literature, plus articles in 
professional periodicals, she will be a major star 
in our Constellation. Along with Mary Helen 
Mahar, School Library Specialist in the Library 
Services Branch of the U.S. Office of Educa- 
tion, Miss Martignoni adds to the prestige of our 
profession and Catholic culture. 

Also worth noting, we think, is a Spanish 
edition of Your Library by the Instituto Guatemal 
Teco-Americano, “La Biblioteca en la escuela 
primaria.” This will be distributed throughout 
Guatemala and presented to the Pan-American 
Union for distribution throughout Latin 
America.

Hospital Libraries Go to College 

Hospital libraries scored another success by 
making a formal appearance on the curriculum 
of a liberal arts college this summer. Credit for 
this achievement goes to Sister Marie Cecilia, 
head of the Department of Library Science at the 
College of St. Catherine, St. Paul, Minnesota. 
Her decision to offer a course in hospital libraries 
administration was an answer to the many ap- 
peals for hospital librarians which reach her desk. 
These come from all parts of the United States 
and beyond. To hospital administrators looking 
for librarians, Sister wrote: “Since I cannot help 
you by recommending to you or sending you 
librarians for the hospital field, I am doing the 
next best thing. The College will offer courses 
which will help to prepare persons for librarian- 
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ship in the fields of the medical, nursing and 
patients’ libraries.” She then suggested that 
administrators send Sisters who might qualify 
for this work. 

Unfortunately, word did not reach all hos- 
pitals in time for administrators to respond. How- 
ever, a group of eight seculars and religious pi- 
oneered this first history-making course. Five 
states were represented: New York, Kansas, 
Montana, Wisconsin and Minnesota. Not all 
of the eight librarians were in the hospital field 
but all were interested and all saw possibilities 
for assisting with and directing hospital libraries 
in their various communities. 

Course content was planned around the 
field of hospital libraries administration. Over- 
all objectives included the application of gen- 
eral library administrative principles to the 
specialized field of medical, nursing school and 
patients’ libraries; acquainting students with 
the operations and activities within the range 
of hospital libraries administration; pointing out 
the relationship of hospital library objectives to 
the philosophy, purpose and principles of the 
organization of which they are a part in order 
to make the library a contributing factor in the 
improved care of the sick, in medical educa- 
tion and in research; and finally, developing un- 
derstandings of administrative functions so that 
librarians may exercise them judiciously and co- 
operate with those who have higher positions 
on the administrative scale in parent institu- 
tions. 

Development of the course called for the pres- 
entation of fundamental principles of general 
library administration with their specific and 
detailed application to medical, nursing school, 
integrated and patients’ libraries. The func- 
tional elements of administrations: organizing, 
directing, planning, coordinating, budgeting, 
stafhng and reporting were studied, emphasis 
being placed on the major professional and 
technical activities in each library. 

Standards, both from the viewpoint of qual- 
ifications of the librarian and from the angle of 
requirements of the Joint Commission on the 
Accreditation of Hospitals and of the National 
League for Nursing, received careful considera- 
tion. Background for the course was provided 
by a seventeen page bibliography of references 
in all the areas of hospital librarianship. Panel 
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discussions, field trips to hospital libraries and 
a daily fifteen-minute idea-exchange supple- 
mented the six-weeks’ daily hour lecture. The 
course carried three college credits. 

The need for qualified hospital librarians is 
a growing one and is felt internationally as 
well as locally. About mid-summer, a librarian 
from Cuba heard through the Veterans Ad- 
ministration in Washington that a course was 
being offered at St. Catherine’s. She wrote to 
the Library School requesting information about 
it. That the Veterans Administration is con- 
cerned that its librarians receive adequate educa- 
tion, is evidenced by the fact that the National 
Bulletin of the Veterans Administration immedi- 
ately announced a tuition scholarship for any 
librarian employed in their service who could 
arrange to take the course. The head librarian 
from the Veterans Administration, Minneapo- 
lis, utilized the scholarship. The hospital in the 
St. Paul area permitted its lay librarian to at- 
tend summer school on hospital time. These 
are encouraging indications that a few hos- 
pitals, at least, are beginning to recognize the 
importance of qualified library personnel and 
are assuming responsibility in helping secure 
them. How much farther this movement must 
spread is obvious. 

Perhaps private, non-profit hospitals may soon 
have to start following the example set by in- 
dustry—select a qualified and interested person 
and send him to a library school half-time for 
two years and a summer session. This plan calls 
for the payment of tuition, books and half-time 
salary by the institution, but it gets in return a 
professional librarian acquainted with the in- 
stitution’s field of activity and with its research 
problems. 

With the appearance of hospital library 
courses in Catholic liberal arts colleges—several 
universities including the Catholic University 
of America have been teaching medical litera- 
ture courses for some time—the traditional ex- 
cuse that there are few educational opportuni- 
ties for hospital librarians is no longer valid. 
Hospitals make great financial sacrifices to in- 
stall the newest diagnostic tools so that patients 
may have the best equipment that science can 
produce. Why must the most important learn-

When one chooses books for a parish library 
there is a great temptation to select those that 
are good and have the widest appeal even 
though the books may not be specifically Cath- 
olic in subject matter or by author. If such 
general reading can be obtained at a public 
library, it would seem better for parish libraries 
to leave to public libraries this area and to con- 
centrate on building a collection of Catholic 
books. There will, of course, always be excep- 
tions but it is a good general rule. 

Currently, biography is one of the most popu- 
lar forms of literature and fortunately there has 
been an abundance of well written biographies. 
Newman: His Life and His Spirituality, by 
Louis Bouyer (Kenedy, $7.50), makes claim to 
being the first complete biography of John Henry 
Cardinal Newman. Be this as it may, the author 
does draw on unpublished material which the 
Birmingham Oratorians have in their archives 
and historical files. Newman's early life as an 
Anglican has received considerable emphasis and 
thus serves as the background for showing the 
inevitable development of Newman’s spirituality. 
The book is not easy reading but will appeal to 
readers who want more than the story of an 
individual's life. 

With Attentive Ear and Courageous Heart, by 
the Reverend George T. Meagher, C.S.C. 
(Bruce, $4.00), is the biography of Mother Mary 
Kasper, foundress of the Congress of the Poor 
Handmaids of Jesus Christ. Father Meagher has 
been chaplain to the American foundation of 
this congregation so he has the advantage of 
seeing it from the inside while at the same time 


he is outside and able to maintain greater ob- 
jectivity. Many lives of the founders of religious 
congregations have been written by persons who 
are members of the communities, and sometimes 
this has resulted in pious assertions that repel 
rather than attract a reader. With Attentive Ear 
escaped this pitfall, and the author has written 
an appreciation of the work of the community 
as well as the story of the life of the founder. 
The story’s background is nineteenth century 
Germany when Kulturkampf and rationalism 
were making an intellectual conquest in Ger- 
many. A chapter in an appendix is devoted to 
the congregation in the United States. The book 
is thorough, based on documentary sources, and 
written in an excellent style. 

Anne O'Hare McCormick's Vatican Journal, 
1921-1954, has been compiled and edited by 
Marion Turner Sheehan (Farrar, 1957), from 
the columns of the New York Times. The book 
is historical in scope, consisting of interviews, 
reports and articals which show the many-sided 
personality of Anne McCormick. As a reporter, 
Anne McCormick was esteemed for accuracy in 
observation and in assessing the facts. Often she 
combined the great events she spot-lighted with 
a description of a simple side-light which played 
up the humanness of the occasion. 

Giants of the Faith by John A. O’Brien (Han- 
over, $3.75), is a well chosen title for such 
people as St. Paul, St. Augustine, Newman and 
Chesterton, Brownson and Hecker. Of neces- 
sity, where one book encompasses six sketches, a 
biography so short is simply an introduction. 
Father O’Brien, popular writer that he is, in- 
tends just this introduction, as he himself hints, 
when he says “The writings of Paul should be 
read and studied.” The collection will lure those 
readers who might avoid a full-length biography 
of six such giants as Father O’Brien presents. 

Martyrs From Saint Stephen to John Tung 
(Sheed, $4.00), has been written by none other 
than Donald Attwater. The publisher has said, 
“Mr. Attwater is at home with research and 
finds nothing more interesting than a fact,” and 
his latest book bears out this statement. Fifty- 
eight “assorted martyrs” have been described 
succinctly and with considerable wit. The wide 
selection from many different counties will add 
to the general appeal.

In addition to his duties as librarian, the new 
Monsignor teaches German in the high school 
department of the Josephinum and is the ofhcial 
master of ceremonies for the entire seminary. At 
the present time, he is vice-chairman and chair- 
man-elect of the cataloging and classification sec- 
tion of the Catholic Library Association. This 
past summer he was granted a Fulbright Scholar- 
ship for a two-months’ seminar in Germany. 


VERY REV. VINCENT B. MALONEY, 
S.S.E., librarian at St. Michael's College has 
been appointed religious superior. Father Ma- 
loney was ordained to the priesthood at Burling- 
ton in 1939, and has served at St. Michael’s in 
many roles. He has been prefect of discipline 
and assistant librarian. After earning his library 
degree at Montreal, he was named librarian at 
the college. 

He has also been moderator of The Lance, 
the literary quarterly at the college, and rector 
of St. William’s Hall. In 1944, Father Ma- 
loney was named second councillor at the col- 
lege, and in 1948 first councillor. He is now 
first councillor to the superior general of the 
Edmundites, Very Rev. Jeremiah T. Purtill, 
S.S.E. Father Maloney has charge of some 43,- 
000 books and 200 periodicals at the St. Mich- 


ael’s library. 


VACLAV MOSTECKY, formerly on the fac- 
ulty of Catholic University of America’s Depart- 
ment of Library Science and Business Manager 
of the Catholic Periodical Index, has been ap- 
pointed the Assistant Librarian for Foreign Law 
Reference, Harvard Law School, Cambridge, 
Mass., beginning October, 1958. 


REV. OLIVER KAPSNER formerly of Cath- 
olic University of America’s Library is now on 
the staff of St. Vincent’s College Library in 
Latrobe, Pa. 


CHRISTOPHER DAWSON, well-known 
British historian, assumed his post at Harvard 
University as Chauncey Stillman Professor of 
Roman Catholic theological studies. Mr. Daw- 
son is the first to occopy this newly-created chair. 


THEODORE WALLER has been appointed 
chairman of the Steering Committee for Na- 
tional Library Week April 12-18, 1959. Mr. Wal- 
ler, who served as vice-chairman in 1958, is 
Vice-President of the Grolier Society, Inc., and 
Americana Corporation. National Library Week, 
with the theme “Wake Up and Read!”, is spon- 
sored in 1958 by the National Book Committee, 
in cooperation with the American Library Asso- 
ciation. The purpose of the program is to arouse 
interest and support for all types of libraries, 
encourage growth of home libraries, and empha- 
size the values of reading to Americans in all 
walks of life. 


JACQUES DUCHESNE-GUILLEMIN, co- 
author of Religions of the Ancient East, a soon- 
to-be-published volume in the 150-volume series, 
The Twentieth Century Encyclopedia of Cath- 
olicism CHawthorn Books), is coming to the 
United States in September. He will serve as 
Visiting Professor of Indo-Arabian Languages at 
Columbia University for the 1958-59 term. Pro- 
fessor Duchesne-Guillemin, a member of the 
faculty at the University of Liege, has visited 
this country several times before. 


The 1958 Louis Braille Award was presented 
to CHARLES GALLOZZI, Assistant Chief, Di- 
vision for the Blind, Library of Congress, for his 
distinguished work from 1949 to 1957 as Head 
of the Library for the Blind, a department of 
The Free Library. The Award, the second of its 
kind, is presented annually by the Philadelphia 
Association for the Blind, Inc., a non-profit agen- 
cy providing over twenty different services to 
Philadelphia’s blind people. 

Mr. Gallozzi is one of the nation’s foremost 
authorities on library service to the blind. A 


member of the Board of the Volunteers Service 
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for the Blind, Inc., and Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Pennsylvania Home Teaching Society, Gal- 
lozzi is now serving as Chairman of the Round 
Table on Library Service to the Blind, sponsored 
by the American Library Association. 


DR. JOHN F. HARVEY was appointed Dean 
of the Graduate School of Library Science of 
Drexel Institute of Technology, succeeding Dr. 
Harriet D. MacPherson, who retired. A na- 
tive of Maryville, Missouri, Dr. Harvey comes 
to Drexel from Kansas State Teachers College 
at Pittsburg, Kansas, where he was head librar- 
ian, chairman of the library science department 
and professor of library science. A graduate of 
Dartmouth College and the University of Illi- 
nois Library School, he holds the Ph.D. degree 
from the University of Chicago graduate library 
school. He has been a cataloger and reference 
librarian at the John Crerar Library in Chicago, 
administrative assistant in the ofhce of the 
director of libraries at the University of Chicago 
and librarian and professor of library science at 
Parsons College in Fairheld, lowa. 

DR. MACPHERSON, a native of New York, 
received the bachelor's degree from Wellesley 
and the master and Ph.D. degrees from Colum- 
bia University. Prior to coming to Drexel in 
1948 as professor of library science she was for 
five years librarian at Smith College. From 1927 
to 1943, she was associate professor of library 
science at Columbia. At Drexel, in 1949, she 
assumed the positions of librarian and dean. 


JAMES C. COX of the Cudahy Library, Loy- 
ola University (Chicago), has been appointed 
Associate Librarian for all Loyola University 
(Chicago) Libraries. From 1953 to 1955 Mr. 
Cox served at the Lewis Towers Library, Loyola. 
In the scholastic year 1955-56, he was librarian 
at the School of Dentistry Library and completed 
the reorganization of this library.

SCHOLARSHIP ESTABLISHED 
The Executive Council of the CLA approved 


at its Spring, 1958 meeting in Buffalo, the recom- 
mendations of a Scholarship Committee that an 
annual scholarship be made to a qualified can- 
didate for graduate study in librarianship. The 
council approved an award of $600 to be paid 
directly to the applicant chosen by the Scholar- 
ship Committee. Of this amount $300 is to be 
repaid to the Association within two years after 
completion of the graduate program. 

The purpose of this scholarship is to make a 
concrete contribution to recruitment for librar- 
ianship and to foster graduate study in the field. 
Applications must be received at the headquar- 
ters of the Association in Villanova, Pa., by Janu- 
ary 15 of each year. The award will be announced 
at the annual conference in Easter Week. Appli- 
cations may be obtained by writing to the Schol- 
arship Committee, CLA, Villanova, Pa. 

The applicant must be eligible to enter a grad- 
uate program in librarianship for the summer or 
fall semester following the announcement of the 
award. The recipient may enter the school of 
his choice. He is expected to finish the course 
for a master’s degree within two years after the 
awarding of the scholarship. 

Members of the Association are requested to 
make known this opportunity to any priest, reli- 
gious, or lay person who might qualify. The 
Council and Scholarship Committee are enthu- 
siastic about this offer and trust that it will be 
widely publicized both within and outside the 
Association. It serves not only to aid the student 
who might not otherwise be able to enter grad- 
uate school but it also gives evidence of the con- 
cern of the Association for promoting professional 
librarianship. 

This program will survive, we hope, for many 
years to come. Here is an opportunity for indi- 
viduals and Units to make financial contribu- 
tions to the Scholarship Fund. It will best 
achieve its purpose if the members of the Asso- 
ciation give it wide publicity. And it will be 
guaranteed a long life if the Scholarship Fund 
can be made to exist independently of the Asso- 
ciation’s budget. It’s a long step forward in the 
professional growth of the Association. The sup- 
port of the members and Units will assure its 
long life and its continued contribution to librar- 
ianship in the United States.

A Saint A Day by Father Berchmans Bittle, 
O.F.M. Cap., (Bruce, $5.00), is a collection of 
the lives of 365 saints which follows the order 
of the church calendar. The brief sketch of 
each is popularly written and is suited to family 
reading. 

The Right Reverend Benedict Baur, O.S.B., 
has published two volumes, Saints of the Missal 
(Herder, $3.95 each), which he calls a study of 
the saints commemorated in the Roman Missal. 
The short accounts interpret the life of each 
saint in terms of one’s own spiritual development 
and employ the collect of the day’s mass as the 
final message. 

The books by Father Bittle and by Father 
Baur are both long overdue and needed to take 
the place of the now out-dated Butler's Little 
Lives of the Saints.

Especially suited for eighth and ninth grade 
readers, this book will help science students under- 
stand some of the marvels of astronomy. It may well 
be used as a stepping-stone to The Stars: Stepping 
Stones into Space. 


ALLAN, Mabel, Esther. Strangers in Skye.

For the reader who enjoys stories about outdoor life, 
here is an informative and interesting story of 17-year- 
old Elizabeth Falcon and her brother John, eight years 
her senior and a promising artist. Though Beth had 
planned to spend the summer preparing for Oxford, 
her doctor ordered an outdoor life. 

Though the book is too detailed to be read easily, 
it will appeal strongly to the thoughtful reader. The 
brother and sister agree to manage a youth hostel 
which has recently opened at Skye. Both become fas- 
cinated with the Scottish Isles with its many moun- 
tains and lakes. Interest is added through contact with 
the hostelers who came and went. Beth is able to 
overcome her shyness and to adjust herself to the 
strange environment. Readers of this unusual story 
may want to read two other books by the same author: 
Summer of Decision and Swiss Holiday. 


BEELER, Nelson Frederick, and BRANLEY, 
Franklin Mansfield. Experiments with Light; 
illus. by Anne Marie Jauss. 143 p. 58-5591.

Boys interested in science will enjoy this book on the 
nature and behavior of light as interpreted through 


experiments which also explain the construction, prin- 
ciples and operation of lenses, microscopes and other 
instruments. 

Help is given on measuring light, haloes and coronas. 
Materials required for experiments are inexpensive 
and easily obtainable. The book is well illustrated with 
diagrams and drawings. 


BOEKE, Kees. Cosmic View: the universe in 40 
jumps; with an introduction by Arthur Comp- 
ton; 48 p. 57-14500. Day $3.25. 

The purpose of these forty pictures with explanatory 
captions is to present a truly cosmic view of the uni- 
verse and man’s place in it. The pictures dramatically 
demonstrate, made through twenty-six pictures drawn 
on a constantly diminishing scale, until the universe 
with its galaxy is a mere dot. The other fourteen pic- 
tures are drawn on an increasing scale ending with 
the nucleus of an atom. This book may stimulate 
young readers who are resourceful and curious to 
carry on other interesting experiments. 


SARSON, John F. The 23rd Street Crusaders. 

183 p. 58-5329. Ariel-Farrar $3. 

This is a success story of an ex-college coach who was 
able to instill self-respect and a place of honor in a 
gang of city high school boys who were almost juven- 
ile delinquents. The story is built around a youth pro- 
gram in the twenty-third street Church. The story is 
good, the pace is fast, and the meaning is deeper than 
the game. 

In addition to these values, it is a thrilling basket- 
ball story in which an ex-college coach is able to in- 
spire confidence and self-respect in the group so that 
they may find their proper place in the community. 
Their club, “The Crusaders,” brings honor to their 
school as well as to their community. Good writing, 
as well as excellent characterization, marks the book.

Sixth to ninth grade readers will enjoy this entertain-

175 Texans were wiped out by Santa Anna’s 4,000 

men. Will's big hour came a month later when he 

was assigned to guard the women and children at the 

San Jacinto River. The youngster’s loyalties and devo- 

tion to his brother are woven into a convincing story. 

Attractive illustrations in black and white add to the 

interest. 


DUNCAN, John L. Twelve Days ’Til Trenton. 
206 p. 57-14688. Whittlesey $2.95. 


A young Massachusetts fisherman, newly enlisted and 
unacquainted with shooting, meets a seventeen-year-old 
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Virginian who has been acquainted with a gun since 
he was four years old. A real friendship develops be- 
tween the two boys. When the land-reared Virginian 
is terrorized by the water in the famous crossing of 
the Delaware, the New Englander’s common-sense 
comes to the rescue. 

Although the characters lack depth, an excellent 
description of the Continental army is provided. All 
of the daring and foresight involved in Washington's 
plan to surprise the unsuspecting Hessians is clearly 
described. Readers in upper elementary grades will 
become aware that the men involved in the Revolu- 
tionary War were well acquainted with the boats and 
rivers and so could out-wit the enemy. 


ENGEMAN,, John J. U.S. Air Force Academy; 
the life of a cadet: a picture story. Foreword 
by James E. Briggs.

This story seems to be contrived beyond the point of 
reality. Three college friends attempt to solve a mys- 
tery concerning lobster fishing on one of the islands. 
Here in action aplenty, not only lobster thieves but 
also hi-jackers are found. A whale’s tooth may point to 
treasure, hit-and-run charges are met, as well as a kid- 
napping and a violent death. Finally a fearsome 
skelpie is met, but this incident seems quite unreal. 


GATLAND, K. W.: The Inhabited Universe. 
drawings by John W. Wood. 182 p. 57-59308. 
McKay $3.95. 

The author is a member of the British Interplanetary 

Society who speculates not only on the evolution of 

the cosmos, but also on the origin of life on earth 

and in other worlds. He believes that telephathy may 
explain the Lourdes miracles as well as religion in 
general. 

Though he does seem to accept a First Cause, 
he does not accept the Virgin birth of Christ and is 
out of sympathy with the Church’s attitude toward 
mixed marriage. Obviously this book cannot be rec- 
ommended for purchase for school libraries, but one 
must be aware that it is available at public libraries.

The history of conservation is traced indicating the 
mass slaughter of various species of birds, animals and 
fish, as well as the destruction of soil and water re- 
sources and the misuse of soil and water resources. 

The second section traces the work now being done 
by private and public agencies to preserve wildlife 
and develop effective patterns of reforestation, land- 
management and flood control. 


JUDSON, Clare Ingram. Benjamin Franklin

With the same careful research which marked her 
earlier biographies, Miss Judson gives young readers 
another fascinating story of an American hero. 

The story starts when Franklin became a printer's 
apprentice in Boston at the age of twelve. His story 
is told in a quick-flowing narrative with clarity, vigor 
and warmth until Franklin becomes a world leader 
at eighty-four. 


LATHAM, Jean Lee. On Stage, Mr. Jefferson; 
pictures by Edward Shenton. 266 p. 58-5296. 
Harper. $2.95. 


The author of the Newberry award, Carry on Mr. 
Bowditch has written another delightfully entertain- 
ing story in the biography of another famous Ameri- 
can. The story starts with Joseph Jefferson’s III's 
tenth year and is carried on through his London 
triumph in the role of Rip Van Winkle twenty-five 
years later. 

All the hardships suffered by this young man are 
recounted, including the death of his father from 
yellow fever, which event left young Jefferson head 
of the family when he was twelve years old. The 
many early failures in his life are not minimized. Jo- 
seph knew failure both as a manager and as an actor. 
The author has recorded many of the incidents as he 
moved toward his ultimate success. 
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Sources are not indicated so that the reader may 
question the authenticity of the delightful incident 
concerning ten-year-old Joe and Abraham Lincoln. 
Other famous people of the period, as the Booth actors 
are mentioned casually. 


LEACH, Maria. The Rainbow Books of Am- 
erican Folk Tales and Legends; illus. by Marc.

Here is an attractive treasury of American folk- 

lore edited by a recognized authority. Although the 

collection is only a sampling of materials available, 
it includes a wide variety of types of folk tales. Strong 
men and bad men, scary stories and popular ones, folk 
stories of the North, Central and South American In- 
dians are all there. A section of state lore is included 
which lists: nickname, state flower and bird, and char- 
acteristic folkways of each state are incorporated.
